Local seniors, already hit hard 
by provincial funding cutbacks, 
can relax about paying more for 
their housing. 

Bob Cushon of the Mount 
View Foundation said rents in 
the three lodges will not increase 
for the next year and rent in¬ 
creases will be a last option for 
the new Mountain View Man¬ 
agement Board as they deal with 
amalgamation and funding de¬ 
creases. 

“Increasing rent is not an op¬ 
tion we will ever choose first,” 
Cushon said. “We would look 
for other ways to make up a 
shortfall in funding. It’s the 
board’s opinion that we make 
sure we are as efficent as possi¬ 
ble on the expense side before 
we even look at the revenue 
side.” 

The announcement that the 
lodges would not increase the 
rent for 1995 came after the pro¬ 
vincial government deregulated 
rents in seniors’ housing. De¬ 
regulation means rents can be 
increased to a maximum of $700 
as long as seniors have at least 
$265 disposable income left 
over. 

The rent increase issue isonly 
one the new management board 
is deal ing with under the merger 
of several housing authorities in 
the area. Lastyear, afterthe prov¬ 
ince announced its intentions to 
cut the number of housing

Town council notes

Didsbury Town Council has 
agreed to help fund the purchase of 
a town mascot which will be used 
during the 1995 Big Country Sum¬ 
mer Games. 

The new mascot, which will be 
based on the “Didsbee” idea thought 
up by members of the summer 
games organizing committee, will 
be created by Calgary’s Street Char¬ 
acters, the same company respon¬ 
sible for Harvey the Hound and 
Kingston of the L A. Kings. 

Linda Regner, chairman of the 
summer games board, said the 
mascot will cost between $3500 
and $4000. She hopes the Friends 
of the Games committee will be 
able to raise the other half of the 


funds to pay for the mascot. After 
the games are over, the mascot will 
become town property. 

If you are interested in donating 
towards the mascot purchase, call 
Allan Tuggle at 335- 4974. 

A final copy of the Didsbury 
Business Revitalization plan has 
been approved by the BRZ com¬ 
mittee and the town council. 

“We are really pleased with it,” 
said BRZ Chairman Claude Baril. 
“Wethought it really reflected what 
we talked about in our meetings.” 

As a result of the plan and the 
changes it hopes to accomplish in 
Didsbury’s business core, Baril said 
the BRZ is looking to establish an 
advisory board which will help 
oversee adherence to the plan and 
to act as a resource for business 


people looking to make changes. 

Currently, Baril said the BRZ is 
looking at their budget to see if 
they can afford to instal new street 
lights and benches in coordination 
with the town’s sidewalk replace¬ 
ment program which will begin 
this spring. 

Town council turned down a 
request from the College Green 
Recreation Centre for a release on 
their property taxes. 

Council said since the centre 
was a private facility, only for the 
use of College Green residents and 
their guests, taxes should apply. 

“It’s just like having a rec room 
in your basement,” said Councillor 
Vance van Dam. “It adds to the 
value of their property as well ” 


Surplus funds from the opera¬ 
tions of the town’s water and sewer 
systems will be going to help pay 
part of the costs of the new sewage 
lagoon and feeder main projects. 

A $30,000 surplus from the sew¬ 
age system operation will go to 
reduce the amount the town must 
borrow to pay for the sewage la¬ 
goon project, expected to begin in 
earnest this spring. The move is 
expected to save the town $75,000 
over 20 years. 

A $50,000 surplus from the 
water delivery system will go to¬ 
wards paying part of the cost of the 
north feeder main project, also 
scheduled for this year. 

The council decided to use the 
surplus instead of channeling it 
into investments because of high 
interest rates.

A multi-stakeholder group re¬ 
viewing air monitoring procedures 
in the Rimbey-Rocky Sundre re¬ 
gion met on January 12 in Sundre. 
The Regional Air Management 
Investigative Team (RAM1T) is 
composed of representatives from 
the general public, industries (utili¬ 
ties, oil and gas, forestry) and re¬ 
gional regulatory agencies. 

On January 12, the committee 


reviewed the key public issues 
around air quality in the region 
which included: air, water and soil 
concerns; monitoring; air quality; 
animal and human health and, trans¬ 
portation concerns. 

The existing monitoring system 
is based on 17 oil and gas compa¬ 
nies monitoring from some 23 li¬ 
censed "point sources" of emis¬ 
sions throughout the region. That

You have to hand it to Ralph, as an old newsman himself, 
he sure knows how to get the media’s attention. 

This week the attention focused on our Premier’s efforts to 
get Ottawa to follow his cost cutting lead. But let’s call a spade 
a spade, the whole episode was directed specifically at increas¬ 
ing Ralph’s profile on the federal scene. 

The move is not surprising from a man who started out as 
a Liberal at the municipal level and ended up in the province’s 
top chair as a Conservative. He is simply showing his ambi¬ 
tions by trying to stick his regional two cents worth in federal 
business and making national headlines. Could he think the 
Liberals will offer him a top PR job soon so he can use it to slide 
into Canada’s top chair? 

Ralph's flacks have already been doing a bang up job of 
grabbing national and even international attention for their 
boss. The attention has focused on his deficit cutting actions 
and his “grass roots” style. Of course all the attention has been 
coming from conservative, big money publications like the 
“Financial Times”. Very telling. 

I just want to know why Ralph thinks he can wiggle his wav 
into a federal job by tel I ing the rest of the country that their way 
is wrong and everybody should follow his lead Does he think 
the rest of the country doesn’t hear about the dissension in the 
ranks over the depth and breadth of the cuts? Does he not think 
they can see the different approach to deficit reduction going 
on in the provinces that border Alberta? Why should the rest 
of the country follow the lead of a province who brags about 
being ahead of schedule on reducing the deficit when no one 
else has the luxury of oil industry to pull them out of the fire? 

In Saskatchewan and B.C., the reaction to their cuts is not 
anywhere as severe as it is here. We aren’t hearing the concerns 
about the status of education and health care, about the 
increased poverty of seniors. You see a far more logical 
approach to cutting funding in these areas which has begun 
with increased community involvement. 

And if Ralph still thinks his way is the best way, perhaps he 
should read the recent poll by a group of international types 
who rated Vancouver as the best place to live in Canada. 
Things can’t be that bad in B.C. if it managed to beat out 
Calgary. 

Just a bit of advice Ralph, one platform does not a federal 
campaign make.

The public opinion—

The position taken by the fed¬ 
eral Justice Minister Allan Rock 
has focused attention on fire¬ 
arms and those who legitimately 
own them in thi s country as never 
before. 

As persons in authority and 
sworn to maintain the public 
peace, the Fish and Wildlife 
Officers, through their Associa¬ 
tion, feel it is important that 
their position on this matter be 
conveyed to their fellow 
Albertans. 

It is generally agreed that no 
other body of law enforcement 
officers routinely encounter fire¬ 
arms in the hands of the general 
public in any jurisdiction as fre¬ 
quently as do game wardens. 
That being the case, we believe 
our position on this matter to be 
based on education, training, and 
experience though it may not 
conform with the "politically 
correct" position at this particu¬ 
lar time in our history. 


We believe we speak for the 
majority of Albertans when we 
say we oppose increased restric- 
tionsdirected toward legitimate 
firearms owners and sportsman 
in this province. The vast ma¬ 
jority of the persons we encoun¬ 
ter in our professional lives are 
conscientious, law abiding in¬ 
dividuals. It has been the prac¬ 
tice in the past when enacting 
legislation in this country to do 
so in such a manner as to enable 
citizens to conduct their lives as 
free from unwarranted police 
involvement as possible rather 
than focusing on the minority of 
persons who threaten our soci¬ 
ety. 

Our members are familiar 
with legislation presently found 
in the Criminal Code of Canada, 
including recent amendments re¬ 
quiring proof of proficiency, 
awareness of safety require¬ 
ments and safe storage of fire¬ 
arms. We support those amend¬ 
ments directed toward responsi¬ 
ble firearm ownership. We also 
support the full use of the exist¬ 
ing adequate legislation enacted 
to prosecute those who do not 


comply. In particular the crimi¬ 
nal element in our society who 
affect our sense of security. 

Our experience however does 
not lead us to conclude that more 
restrictive legislation such as the 
compulsory registration of all 
firearms will have any appreci¬ 
able effect on that criminal ele¬ 
ment. 

Registration will not provide 
law enforcement officers any 
more options than they already 
have when attempting to match a 
fired bullet to a particular fire¬ 
arm. As every investigator 
knows, it is necessary to have 
sufficient evidence before hand 
to seize a specific firearm to con¬ 
duct the comparison tests. Com¬ 
pulsory registration of the owner 
and his firearms will, however, 
provide ready access to informa¬ 
tion for revenue purposes in the 
form of registration fees, much 
like existing "sin taxes". It will 
also provide access for seizure of 
firearms held legitimately which 
are of a type used by criminals in 
isolated instances.

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Indebtedness a private banking problem 


Dear Editor: 

The banks never lend out one 
penny of their depositors' money. 

The Canadian banks have re¬ 
ceived, by a law of the federal 
government, the power to create 
brand new money, out of nothing, 
every time they make a loan 

At present, the Government of 
Canada only creates less than 5 
percent of all new money in the 
country, while the chartered banks 
create, at no costs to themselves, 
more than 95 percent of all the 
country's money by mere book 
entries. 

When a government, business 
or individual borrows money from 
the bank, a new creation of money 
takes place. When a government, 
business or individual pays back a 
loan to the bank, money is de¬ 
stroyed, or taken out of circulation. 

The $700-billion debt in Canada 
is an absurd result of our silly and 
unfair monetary system, of allow¬ 
ing private banks to create money 
and charge interest on this money 
they create. The Bank of Canada 


allows the private banks to gouge 
the government and, of course you 
and me, as well, with outrageously 
high interest rates. These extor¬ 
tionate interest charges are the prin¬ 
cipal cause of the rapid escalation 
of the national debt. 

The federal government, 
through the Bank of Canada, has 
the right to create all money in the 
country. This same government 
must create the money instead of 
borrowing it from private banks 
which create the money and charge 
interest on it. It must create as 
much money as there are goods 
made by the people and it must 
distribute the money so that the 
people can buy their goods. A $800 
monthly dividend to every citizen 
would distribute the goods and 
eliminate poverty, the cause of 
which is undistributed goods. The 
fact that Canadians do not receive 
this $800 monthly dividend, which 
they deserve, is a direct result of 
our unfair monetary system. 

In ail justice, the creation of 
money is a function which belongs 


to the sovereign government of our 
country, for the common good and 
not to private corporations, the 
chartered banks, for their own 
profit. Section 91 of the Canadian 
Constitution (the B.N.A. Act of 
1867), clearly specifies that only 
the federal government has the 
power to create money. The gov¬ 
ernment did just that until 1913, 
when it unjustly gave this power to 
create money to the chartered 
banks. 

If the federal government had 
always created all the money of the 
country, debt-free and interest-free, 
instead of borrowing it from the 
banks, today it would not need to 
tax its citizens in order to finance 
its programs. There would not be 
need of the GST nor the income tax 
and there would not be a huge debt. 

The existing fractional reserve 
system of banking which allows 
the banks to create credit money 
without cost must be dropped in 
favor of a public credit system 
whereby private banking institu¬ 
tions pay interest for the right to 


create credit money, which money 
really is property of the Bank of 
Canada and owned by the people of 
Canada 


The situation in the United States 
is not any better. Like most people, 
I used to believe that the Federal

sage of more and more restric¬ 
tive legislation will ultimately 
force law abiding citizens to "opt 
out" of the system independ¬ 
ently. This will result in the crea¬ 
tion of an entire class of "crimi¬ 
nals" who's crime is one of intol¬ 
erance of the law as opposed to 
the violation of it. This is in no 


One of the reasons for increased 
layoffs of health care workers is the 
disastrous new concept of de¬ 
skilling, which may jeopardize the 
health of all Albertans.

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Boiler issue heats up Historical Society meeting

week. Although initial estimates to 
replace the current heating system 
with a dual boiler system came in at 
around the $37,000 plus range, the 
executive concluded that replace¬ 
ment was unavoidable. 

The annual financial statement 
shows utilities cost $5483.37 with 
the majority allocated back to heat¬ 
ing costs. 

“The energy audit that was done 
in the building a few years ago 
showed that by improving the win¬ 
dows, insulating the ceiling and 
sealing up the doors, in combina¬ 
tion with improving our heating 
system, we could save quite a sub¬ 
stantial amount; around 40 per¬ 
cent,” Walls said 

A proposal by Douglas to allo¬ 
cate $ 10,000 currently in reserves 
as ‘seed’ toward a heating system 
replacement fund generated a 
lengthy discussion. While it was 
agreed that replacing the heating 
system would cut heating costs, the 
financial magnitude of the project 
raised concerns. Douglas reminded 
those in attendance that the society 
had successfully raised funds for 
past major restoration projects, in¬ 
cluding a $20,000 roof replace¬ 
ment. 

“This is just another major 
project with a few more dollars 
attached to it,” Douglas said “This 
is the critical one.” 

The executive collectively 
agreed that the operating budget 
would be covered before taking on 
any costly restoration projects. 

“There’s $11,800 here in the 


[reserve] fund," Wallssaid. “We're 
going to bring in another $ 1,000 to 
$1,200 from the Pioneer Dinner. 
So if we took $10,000 out. we'd 
still have $3,000 for our operating 
fund.” 

Secretary Willard Stauffer said 
the executive would be looking at 
“a number of approaches.” 

President Mel Dick said that the 


executive would continue to apply 
for grants still available, seek out 
additional corporate and private 
donations and continue fund rais¬ 
ing efforts such as the Pioneer Din¬ 
ner. The entire sum would not have 
to be covered immediately, as ar¬ 
rangements could be made to defer 
payments through a three to five 
year pay back schedule.

At the Kitchen 
Table

With the Christmas wrap and decorations stowed away, my sewing 
area sort of rose from the debris and I reluctantly embarked on some 
neglected mending. Shortening my sister-in-law's skirt and replacing 
some elastic in her half slip was fairly straight forward. I fixed a kick 
pleat that my daughter had kicked too hard and too often and I basted 
back a shirt facing that my niece had been sticking down with masking 
tape. 

This brought me to the blue jeans and when I really looked at them 
I had to admit that only one of the 5 pairs was even remotely worth 
repairing. The other four pair had given their all and earned honorable 
retirement. I folded them into a neat pile on the floor. Now what was 
to become of them? Old blue jeans do not fit into any of my recycling 
categories, I have never seen an "old blue jean" bin at any of the drop 
off sites and four pairs of bulky old jeans would take forever to smoke 
and burn in our barrel. For years I cut off the good parts and put them 
in my bag of jean patches, carefully removed the zippers and stored 
them with my zipper collection but I don't do that any more because 
I have enough denim patching fabric to last into the sixth generation 
and zippers sufficient to make my heirs wonder about poor old mom's 
sanity. 

Several years ago I saw, in a handicraft shop, aprons made from the 
rear sections of old jeans and a lot of gingham trim. They were really 
quite cute and I went so far as to trim a couple of old jean bums into 
the required shape but nobody I know wears aprons much and they 
especially do not wear aprons that make them look like a waitress in 
a Western Chili-Bar, Saloon and Steak House, so the apron shapes are 
still down there, waiting for me to find someone who appreciates their 
potential. Perhaps I could trim these four into shape, make a set of six 
gingham trimmed-old jean bum aprons and leave them in a bag on the 


doorstep of a saloon with a note that says, "please be kind to my aprons 
and give them a good home". Perhaps not. Even I have not yet reached 
that stage of looniness. 

Between my mom and I, we have mended enough socks and jeans 
to warmly clothe a small developing country. The problem is that we 
don't know when to quit. When one has put several hours and a dollars 
worth of wool into a pair of socks and then another small hole 
develops, it seems reasonable to fix that spot. Then next week another 
small mend and by now one is reluctant to waste all the work that has 
gone before and finally the sock is so heavy with repair that it 
represents a week’s work and you hate to throw it out. Some of my 
husband's socks look like a mad weaver's work in progress. I can mend 
jeans until the only original parts are the rivets and zipper. I repaired 
Ralph's quilted vest so often that the last time the zipper went he gave 
the vest to the pup so that I wouldn't fix it again. 

I know that I am not alone in my mending mania because a friend 
recently confessed that her husband hid her Christmas present under 
her enormous mending pile, knowing that she would not get all those 
jeans done by Christmas. Another friend told me that her husband was 
wearing underwear held up by a safety pin because she hadn't had a 
chance to replace the elastic yet (I will disclose names if bribed). 

Last summer I handed my 92-year-old mom a worn shirt and asked 
her if she would like to remove the buttons before 1 put it in the grease 
rags (you should see my button collection). "Why, only the elbows are 
gone,” she said, "just cut away the worn part and make a short sleeved 
shirt." "Mom," I told her, "You could eat grass through this shirt, there 
is no point in prolonging its demise." She removed the buttons but I 
could tell that she considered me wasteful and improvident. 

The old jeans are still in a pile by my work table. I may still cut away 
the good parts if only to make less bulk in the burning barrel. 
Meanwhile I have re-laced the vamps in my son's slippers. The 
slippers are only about ten-years-old and now I have to mail them to 
Boston. The postage would probably pay half the price of a new pair 
of slippers but buying new slippers would be so wasteful when there 
is still wear in these. If he brings them home next Christmas I may have 
them re-soled.

The Way of

An article in the most recent 
issue of my denominational news¬ 
paper boldly stated; "Bombremoval 
teams begin work in Laos". I am 
intrigued whenever there is the 
possibility for explosive danger, 
and so I read on. 

A trained and equipped volun¬ 
teer service group consisting of 20 
people has begun the tedious task 
of clearing away hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of unexploded cluster 
bomblets in Laos. The clearing 
begins more than two decades after 
the United States secretly rained 
some 300,000 tons of bombs on 
this Laotian province. The first area 
to be cleared is a site slated to 
become a teacher training college. 

Removing bombs is a slow and 
tedious process. First scrub and 
brush are carefully cut and the field 
is divided into four foot lanes. Then 
a two-person teem, protected by 
helmets, face guards and flackjack- 
ets, is assigned to each lane. One 
person sweeps the lane with a metal 
detector, marking the location of 
the metal. The second person then 
lies on the ground and unearths the 
metal with a long probe. After the 
whole field has been swept, an 
explosive charge is pbced next to 
each bomb and all are blown up 
simultaneously. 

To date, the team has cleared an 
average of 1,658 square meters per 
day. In one week they found 16 
cluster bomblets, 165 pieces of 
ammunition, three high explosive 
shells, two mortars, three hand gre¬ 
nades and one rocket-propelled 
grenade. With the current team, it

could take nearly 200 years to clear 
the land the Lao government deems 
"bomb-infested". 

It is with a great deal of embar¬ 
rassment and shame that we are 
becoming aware of the bombs that 
have been planted not only in Laos 
but also in our country. Some of 
these hidden bombs have already 
blown up and claimed victims. 
Others wait patiently to unleash 
their destructive power. No, these 
bombs are not armaments deployed 
by a military force, but ammuni¬ 
tion fired on itself by a society 
which has cared only about self¬ 
perpetuation. 

Our reckless spending has scat¬ 
tered innumerable bombs, with 
potentially deadly results. We are 
discovering that the mesh of our 
social safety net has been too large 
to catch many of the needy who 
have been cast into it. Even moral¬ 
ity has been defined as an indi¬ 
vidual concern and few are warn¬ 
ing us to watch where we step. 

What will happen in the future? 
How many of us will be hurt? Will 
I suffer? While unable to answer 
these questions, we are not without 
hope. In a vision, God gave the 
prophet Isaiah a message for all 
people who live in the midst of 
evil; 

"learn to do good; seek justice, 
rescue the oppressed, defend the 
orphan, plead for the widow." 
(Isaiah 1:17) 

What we need in these days are 
courageous people with a vision 
from God who will begin the slow, 
tedious and dangerous process of 
clearing away the bombs that have 
been planted. It means putting our¬ 
selves at risk for the benefit of 


others. We are slowly discovering 
that fulfilment has little to do with

Local ranch hopes to improve breed quality

leg),” said Linda Johnston. “That 
was the only reason we were able to 
get him, otherwise he would have 
continued his racing career and 
would have been too far out of our 
price range to recoup the costs.” 

As a result of his impressive 2 
and 3-year-old racing career and 
his parentage (his sire Silver Buck 
was the second highest ranked stal¬ 
lion in Florida), Johnston expects 
the thoroughbred industry in Al¬ 
berta will be clamoring for the 
studding service Peaceful Valley 
will offer with Silver of Silver. 

“The purpose of the partners 
bringing Silver of Silver to Alberta 
was soley to bring a good quality 
blood line here,” “Right now we 
only really have two main blood 
• lines and those are from Northern 
Dancer and Mr. Prospector.” 

The stud service is not a new 
occupation for the Johnstons who 
have been running breeding facili¬ 
ties at their farm since the early 
1970s. Linda said her husband Jack 
began the thoroughbred business 
in 1970. Over the years, Linda 
estimates that 300 to 500 mares 
have been put in foal at their facil¬ 


ity. The Johnstons also have a pub¬ 
lic training stable for race horses, a 
foaling bam for customers unable 
to foal their own mares and a riding 
school. Linda said Peaceful Valley 
also has their own band of mares 
and a group of cattle. Their son also 
runs a qualified farrier business 
from the farm 

Linda said she expects breeders 
from all over Alberta, B.C., Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba will be 
contracting for Silver of Silver’s 
services. With his lineage and own 
impressive track record, they ex¬ 
pect he will be ranked the number 
one sire in a few years. 

“Of course that depends on the 
performance of his offspring,” she 
said. “But we have a lot of good 
quality mares in Alberta and we are 
hoping for great results.” 


Thoroughbred breeding in Al¬ 
berta is expected to benefit this 
year with the introduction of a 
Grade II stallion into the studding 
business at Peaceful Valley Stable 
west of Didsbury. 

Jack and Linda Johnston secured 
Silver of Silver who won the 1992 
Remsen Stakes (gr II), and the In 
Reality division of the Florida Stal¬ 
lion Stakes (gr II) as a juvenile the 
same year. Silver of Silver also 
placed third in 1993 at the Dwyer 
Stakes (gr II), third at the Tropical 
Park Derby (gr III) and third in a 
division of the Fountain Youth 
Stakes (gr I). Silver of Silver, who 
had a total of three wins in 13 races 
and took home a total of $500,000 
in earnings throughout his career, 
came to Peaceful Valley after he 
was purchased by a partnership. 
The 5-year-old had broken a leg 
three years ago, the reason for his 
early retirement from racing. 

“Very few horses come through

Spousal RSPs let you 
share the wealth 
and save taxes

verted to a RIF or another retire¬ 
ment income option will allow your 
spouse to claim the pension in¬ 
come tax credit at age 65. 

But while a spousal RSP can be 
used to split income prior to retire¬ 
ment, the rules are set up to dis¬ 
courage using it this way. 

Contributions to a spousal plan 
must stay in the plan for at least two 
full calendar years after the last 
contribution is made (the balance 
of the year during which the last 
contribution was made plus two 
years). Otherwise withdrawals will 
be attributed to the contributing 
spouse for tax purposes. 

If you plan to make a contribu¬ 
tion to a spousal plan, do it before 
December 31 instead of within the 
first 60 days of the following taxa¬ 
tion year. That way, your spouse 
can, if he or she wishes, withdraw 
up to one year sooner, without tax 
implications for the contributor. 


Income-splitting among part¬ 
ners is no easy feat within today's 
tax rules. A notable exception, 
however, is the spousal RSP. 

This income-splitting method 
lets individuals direct all or part of 
their maximum contribution to a 
plan belonging to their partner and 
claim a deduction from income 
This feature has always been avail¬ 
able to legally married spouses and, 
since January I, 1993, to common 
law couples. 

A spousal RSP is also one of the 
few tools you can use to achieve 
income splitting. It's an excellent 
way to assure tax savings during 
retirement -- especially if either 
partner will have substantially less 
retirement income. 

Another advantage is that a 
spousal RSP which has been con¬

Sharing leadership can reduce 
workload 

The president calls the meeting 
to order. During the welcoming 
remarks the president indicates that 
this is his/her last meeting - a new 
president needs to be found to¬ 
night. Suddenly, all eyes look to 
the floor or to their neighbor. One 
person leaves for the washroom; 
another for a drink of water. All 
this happens to avoid being "volun¬ 
teered" for president. 

Does this sound familiar? All 
too often this scenario is real to life. 
Group members avoid being the 
president for a number of reasons, 
including: 

* A fear of being swamped with 
demands on his/her time and en¬ 
ergy. 

* A lack of confidence in being 
able to have a vision for the future 
of the organization. 

* A feeling that the president 
may need to make decisions that 
will make some members unhappy. 

* Being unsure of how to carry 


out responsibilities like chairing a 
meeting, setting goals, etc. 

The fear that the role of presi¬ 
dent will require a large commit¬ 
ment of time and energy is most 
often the reason that no one wants 
to volunteer. 

Sharing the leadership may be 
the way to ensure that one person is 
not responsible for all the group's 
activities. 

Sharing the leadership can be 
done by: 

* Sharing the specific duties of 
the president with another person. 
This other person could be a friend 
in the group or the vice-president. 
Perhaps your group could have co- 
chairpersons instead of one presi¬ 
dent. 

* Setting up committees to or¬ 
ganize each of the major activities 
of the group. At the first meeting of 
the year, committees could develop 
a tentative year-long agenda of 
activities. 

* Delegate tasks to other mem¬ 
bers of the group. The role of the 
president is to ensure that things 
get done, not to do all the work. 
This can help you to avoid being 
burned-out. Your group will be 
better off if you can continue as 


president for a full term of two to 4 
years. It takes at least one year to 
figure out how the club operates. 
Delegating also may give someone 
else a chance to learn new skills. 

* Ensuring that all group mem¬ 
bers have an opportunity to express 
themselves during the meeting. The 
members can make the decisions 
and provide the vision of your 
group. 

* The past-president can also be 
enlisted to help with the meetings 
or group activities. This person 
may have skills that could compli¬ 
ment your skills.
